Chamber Of Commerce Hears 
Red Bluff Promotion Proposals

A long list of proposals for Red 


Bluff and vicinity, many of them 
new and some of them exciting, 
was reported last night at a 
general membership meeting of 
the chamber of commerce, 
attended by about 60 persons. 


It was a dinner meeting in the 


Crystal Tavern. 


One new proposal came from 


Jim Froome Jr. He proposed a 
Community Trust Fund to help 
finance community activities 
such as the Round-Up, Bull Sale, 
Air Round-Up, and the Junior 
Round-Up. 


"These 
affairs 
bring 


recognition to our community, 
but they don't always make 
money," he said. 


This year, he added, the 


Round-Up did make money — 
$4,500. And the last Junior 
Round-Up made money, too. 
The Round-Up Association, he 


said, is ready to help get the 
fund started. He pointed out that 
the 
Round-Up 
will 
be 


celebrating its 50th anniversary 
next year, and said proposed 
50th anniversary medals sales 
profits could go into the fund. 


Froome is president of the 


Round-Up Association 
and 


chairman of the chamber of 
commerce highway committee. 
He spoke of the importance of 
highways 
in 
this 
lumber 


producing area, of long-term 
planning for Route 36, and for a 
truck route west of Red Bluff. 


Other matters reported on and 


proposals made include the 
newly-formed Local Develop- 
ment Corporation, a new Lassen 
area ski resort, a river guide 
service, attempts to get airline 
service, augmented Air Round- 
Up plans, and a big dedication 
ceremony in early October for 
the fish spawning facility at the 


Diversion Dam. 


Speakers, in addition to 


Froome, were Bill Kemp, Dick 
Dopkins, Harold Lucas, Jim 
Croker, 
Robert 
Dennis, 


President Randy Jalli, and 
Manager H. Richard Maguire. 


Lucas, Red Bluff attorney and 


head of the recreation and 
tourism committee, came up 
with a proposal for plaques 
designating historic buildings in 
Red Bluff, including business 
buildings along Main Street. 


"Red Bluff has buildings of 


the type that people drive along 
Highway 49 (the Mother Lode 
route 
through 
the Sierra 


foothills) to see," he declared 
"Red Bluff is not a town which 
has to make its history," he 
added, pointing out that this was 
a

South Vietnamese Forces Repulse 
First Two Major Counterattacks 


SAIGON 
(AP) 
— South 


Vietnamese forces repulsed the 
first two major counterattacks 
in their month-long A Shau 
Valley campaign, claimed 200 
North Vietnamese killed with 
the help of U. S. aircraft, and 
smashed a regimental-size base 
camp and arms factory. 


Ninety South 
Vietnamese 


marines were reported killed or 
wounded in the two enemy at- 
tacks. 


Some 400 North Vietnamese 


made the first assault at 4 a.m. 
Wednesday on the night camp of 
a 500-man South Vietnamese 
marine battalion in moun- 
tainous terrain on the eastern 
border 
of the 30-mile-long 


valley. Field reports said six 
marines were killed and 48 were 
wounded. 


A second assult on the 


marines came at 2:30 p.m. with 
hundreds of North Vietnamese 
moving behind the cover of an 
artillery barrage. But this 
brought the North Vietnamese 
into the open in daylight, and 
American B52, fighter-bombers 
and 
helicopter 
gunships 


pounded them. Three of the B52s 
dropped 90 tons of bombs on 
concentrations of the enemy. 


Another 36 marines were 


reported killed or wounded in 
the second battle. Spokesmen 
said there were U. S. advisers 
with the battalion, but it was not 
known if any of them were 
casualties. 


The 200 North Vietnamese 


reported killed in the two fights 
were nearly double the 117 
enemy 
casualties reported 


during the previous 28 days of 
the A Shau Valley operation. 


Just to the north of the valley, 


South Vietnamese infantrymen 
destroyed a base camp con- 
taining an arms shop and 100 
small structures with un- 
d e r g r o u n d 
b u n k e r s , 


headquarters said. The Saigon 
forces found one antiaircraft 
machine gun, two AK47 rifles, 
two cases 
of 
antiaircraft 


machine gun ammunition, 10 
cases of AK 47 ammunition, 60 
B40 rockets and 200 uniforms. 


There were no indications that 


the South Vietnamese met any 
resistance. They found the 
bodies of five enemy soldiers 
who apparently were killed 
earlier by air and artillery 
strikes.

"If this had happened during 


an actual fire the results would 
have been disasterous and we'd 
probably lost a few men," Fire 
Captain Bob Johnson charged. 


As acting fire chief while Tom

Britain and the six Common 
Market nations made a major 
breakthrough early today in 
their negotiations on the British 
application for membership in 
the 
European 
Economic 


Community. 


Agreement was reached on 


three important issues, in- 
cluding a formula to reckon 
Britain's payments into the joint 
budget in its first years of 
membership. The budget now 
amounts to about $4 billion a 
year, more than 90 per cent 
spent on supporting Western 
Europe's 
dwindling 
farm 


population. 


Still to be resolved are the 


questions of New Zealand's 
dairy exports and the future of

pound 
sterling. 
The 


negotiators were optimistic that 
these can be resolved at the next 
session June 7 in Luxembourg.

Field, reported that a survey 
last November showed Nixon 
would take 47 per cent of the 
vote to 41 per cent for either Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine or 
Sen. 
Edward 
Kennedy of 


Massachusetts, and would win 
over Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota 52 per cent to 36.

Answers Your Problems 


Oil Spill Alert 
Going Into Effect 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 


petroleum industry is moving to 
put men and equipment on alert 
along 1,200 miles of Pacific 
coastline to take quick action 
should a major oil spill occur. 


The organizations forming in 


Portland, Ore.; Seattle, Wash.; 
and San Francisco, 
Santa 


Barbara, Los Angeles and San 
Diego in California, are an 
outgrowth of the Santa Barbara 
Channel oil well blowout two 
years ago and the collision last 
January in San Francisco Bay 
between two oil tankers. 


"We are incorporated for the 


purpose of acquiring equipment 
and material and training men 
and setting up a more or less 
volunteer fire department-type 
organization to contain and 
clean up any oil spill that might 
occur in our area of interest," 
said Reese W. Morton, director 
of Clean Seas, Inc., in Santa 
Barbara. 


Formed as 
a nonprofit 


organization by 14 oil companies 
with 
oil exploration 
and 


production operations in the 
Santa Barbara area, Clean Seas, 
Inc., is the leader in the growing 
movement. A group that plans to 
call itself Clean Bay, Inc., is 


forming among oil companies 
operating in San Francisco Bay 
and its tributaries. 


"The greatest thing we hope to 


be able to do is contain and clean 
up the oil wherever it's spilled 
and never let it get to the shore," 
Norton, a 36-year 
veteran 


engineer with Standard Oil, 
said. 


He said procedures have been 


set up so that large numbers of 
men and equipment could be on 
the scene of a spill within two 
hours. They would be directed 
by radio and telephone from a 
command post in Santa Bar- 
bara. 


There have b«en no major oil 


spills along the California coast 
since the tanker collision. 


Clean seas was incorporated 


last 
August 
and 
began 


organizing men and equipment 
early this year. It's first-year 
budget of $250,000 provides for 
purchase of equipment and 
testing of proposed oil spill 
control systems. The industry is 
funding the program. 


"After the Santa Barbara 


spill, everyone realized this had 
to be done," Norton said. 
"Perhaps the spill did the oil 
industry a favor in that it got us 
moving on things like this." 


Dear Ann Landers: Grandpa

It 
affords them an opportunity to 
share a family experience and to 
see that adults, too, express 
honest emotions without shame.

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Ken Venturi Bounces 
Out Of Graveyard 
Ready For Tee -Off 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Ken 


Venturi has bounced out of golf's 
graveyard again with a new, re- 
made right hand, a soul full of 
fresh hopes. 


"I was sure my career was 


dead — that I'd never play 
another round of competitive 
golf," the tall, graying ex-U. S. 
Open champion from San 
Francisco said today as he 
nervously awaited his tee-off in 
the $125,000 Houston Champions 
International Tournament. 


"I'm giving it a try although I 


haven't played more than ten 
rounds of golf since last August. 
I'm scared to death." 


Venturi's golfing comeback is 


being watched here with as 
much interest as the rare ap- 
pearance of the great Ben 
Hogan. 


Venturi, 40 next Saturday, has 


walked 
hand-in-hand with 


tragedy almost from the day he 
came out of California in the 
mid-1950s hailed as the man 
most likely to usurp Hogan's 
throne. 


In 1956, as an amateur, he had 


the Masters championship in his 
grasp, leading through the third 
round, and then blew the 
tournament with a final 80, 
allowing Jace Burke Jr., to 
come from eight shots back to 
win. 


In 1958 and 1960, as a pro, he 


was being fitted for the coveted 
green Masters 
champion's 


jacket when Arnold Palmer 
came soaring in on a blanket of 
birdies to take the title. 


An official ruling in favor of 


Palmer on the 12th hole, giving 
him a three instead of a five, 
cost Venturi the 1358 Masters. 


After that Venturi's career 


was one series of heartbreaks 
and disasters after another — 
largely due to physical problems 


— until 1964 when he trudged 
through the suffocating heat of 
Washington, D. C., to win the U. 
S. Open. 


Venturi was named PGA 


Golfer of the Year and a sports 
magazine acclaimed him the 
year's outstanding athlete of all 
sports. Venturi thought that now 
perhaps his bad luck had at last 
deserted him 


Such hopes lasted only a year. 
The next year, 1965, at St. 


Louis, Venturi's hands became 
slabs of cold, unresponsive 
flesh. A circulatory ailment 
made it almost impossible for 
him to hold a club, much less 
swing it. He failed to make the 
cut. 


"I underwent an operation on 


both my hands," he said. "At 
first, the operation appeared a 
success. I won the San Fran- 
cisco Open 
in 1966, 
then 


everything collapsed. My left 
hand responded okay, but my 
right developed complications. 


"The scar tissue got down 


among the tendons. My hand 
was as if it was frozen. My wrist 
got so it was not much bigger 
than a broom handle 


"I thought certainly I was 


through. I tried in 1967, again in 
1968 and 1969. It was no use. 


"Then on Aug. 24,1 underwent 


another operation 
My right 


wrist was cut open. It lay open 
for more than three hours while 
doctors cleaned out the scar 
tissue and restored the tendons. 


"You might say they gave me 


a new hand. Then I started 
lifting weights, taking exercises 
to strengthen 
my hand and 


wrists. See, my wrist is normal 
size again. 


"I have my strength back. I 


can swing a club again. Not well, 
but I can swing. So I'm giving it 
another try. I'm not through yet 
I'm playing and praying "

He passes out 
petitions, appears regularly in 
the office and speaks wherever 
the message will be heard: 


There are 1,600 missing or 


imprisoned Americans yet to be 
released. 


The list of volunteer workers 


— in addition to a single paid 
employe on $500 monthly salary 
— has grown to 300. None works 
harder than Lt. Robert Frish- 
man, whose withered arm hangs 
in a sling. 


The money has accumulated

North Vietnam in August 1969. If 
the prisoners are freed before 
the money is gone, he says what 
remains will be used for 
scholarships 
for children of 


Americans who don't return 
from the war.

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (AP) — 


The

typewriters echoes through San 
Quentin's death row as inmate^ 
start preparing new appeals, 
hoping to keep alive following 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
supporting the death penalty. 


Nearly all the 93 men on the 


nation's most populous death 
row expected the court to affirm 
the death penalty as it did last 
week. 


Execution dates have not been 


set for most of the prisoners 
because the California Supreme 
Court has not yet ruled on their 
automatic appeals. But 24 had 
been given stays pending ap- 
peals to the U.S. Supreme Court 
and higher courts and for them 
the time factor is acute. 


"There is a tendency to put the 


thought of death out of your 
mind," said Robert Douglas 
Hill, under sentence of death for 
murder. "And a lot of us really 
haven't thought about it for a 
long time. But you have to get 
used to it." 


Hill, a 27-year-old former 


salesman, was convicted in Los 
Angeles five years ago of the 
rape and murder of a pregnant 
housewife. He had an execution 
date two years ago but it was 
stayed pending the high court 
ruling. 


As one of the 24 directly af- 


fected, Hill said in an interview 
he 
was 
not 
optimistic. 


Nonetheless, he said he typed 
several letters to his attorneys 
and others within hours after the 
decision was handed down May 
3. 


Hill said he expects the U.S. 


Supreme Court to turn down his 
appeal since it was based on 
many of the same issues the 
high court rejected in its 
decision involving fellow San 
Quentin inmate Dennis C. 
McGautha. 


The high court 
rejected 


McGautha's argument that 
juries should be 
s< ripped of 


"absolute discretion" to decide 
on the death penalty in capital 
cases. It did not rule on whether 
the death penalty constitutes 
"cruel and unusual punish- 
ment."
